They go into the deep 
forests, under expoienced leaders, 
anTut] with heavy knives of special 
make and pails and ladlea for tha 
eap, and each one ia proTided with 
a stron;: ro[ie, more than RO feet 
long, to be used in climbing the 
lofty sapota treea from which the 
gum is procured. 

The sap flows from gashes cut in 
the bark. A camp of chidcfroa, 
where the sap is boilc<l. resembles in 
■ome respects an American maple su- 
gar camp. After months of work 
the chicleros return from the forests 
laden with brick-like blocks of aro- 
matie gum. The finest gum ia col- 
lected from the fruit of the sapota, 
mostly by the native women, and it 
is said thit it is seldom exported, bo- 
en use it is too well liked at home. —
